SELECTMAN’S REPORT - 1993 


1993 was a year of expansion and growth for the Town of Wakefield, with 
many substantial things accomplished across the town. This ranges from building 
on the Community Stewardship program with advances in the rejuvenation of the 
downtown Sanbornville area, to a nationwide positive recognition of our town in 
the media, including on the Wall Street Journal editorial page on April 7th, 1993. 

Last March, the town formally received the Community Stewardship Pro- 
gram Report from Governor Merrill, and in turn presented the Governor with a 
sculpture of the State of New Hampshire with Wakefield shown as the center of 
New England. This was designed and executed in Granite by our local craftsmen, 
Union Marble and Granite Works. 

Wakefield is building on the Community Stewardship Program with many 
projects throughout town. One was to seek recognition of a Cultural and Scenic 
Byway. This would run from Palmers Motel on Rte. 16 through Historic Wakefield 
to Sanbornville, then to Route 109, Walsh Hill and Jugg Hill Roads to Milton, by 
the New Hampshire Farm Museum and back to Union Village. Another is to seek 
a grant through the Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991 
(ISTEA) to develop a boat landing on Lovell Lake and a sidewalk system linking it 
with the downtown business district. A third is the Trails Rails Action Committee’s 
(TRAC) program for an intertown linear park between Wolfeboro, Brookfield, and 
Wakefield. This would start from the Turntable Railroad Park in downtown 
Sanbornville. 

Another important result of the Community Stewardship program is the draft- 
ing of the Village District Zone amendment for our zoning. Rural villages are gen- 
erally considered one of the most attractive features of New England. However, 
throughout the state, current zoning does not permit classical New England Vil- 
lages! Our Village District Zone will permit New England Village type areas to be 
a permitted use in Wakefield. Wakefield will be in the forefront of enhancing one 
of our best assets as a result of the Community Stewardship program, the efforts 
of the Ordinance Review Committee (ORC), the Planning Board, and the help of 
the Strafford Regional Planning Commission and the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission. 

Wakefield Economic Resource Committee (WERC) has been very active 
this year as well, and is providing continuing benefits for the town. They played a 
principal part in the alliance with the Strafford Regional Planning Commission, 
approved by the Office of State Planning (OSP) and by the Governor in Septem- 
ber; the establishment of the Ordinance Review Committee (ORC) with the Plan- 
ning Board, the Business Visitation Program, and much more. This year, after 
reviewing many options, they are working to help encourage more economic 
development in the private sector, with the creation of WEDCO (Wakefield Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation). This is a private, non-profit corporation to build 
on the momentum of WERC. It is, in part, a response to the views expressed at 
last year’s Town Meeting. 
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As in previous years, the landfill is a major issue. Wakefield is pursuing a 
staged closure of the Landfill as proposed last year and approved in the budget. 
In 1992, the Town submitted conceptual closure plans to the Department of Envi- 
ronmental Services (DES) and received comment on them in early 1993. Based 
upon this and the funding approved in last year’s budget, the Town moved ahead 
and started a partial closure plan, with a projected closure in 1997 to 1998. The 
updated Solid Waste Management Plan submitted to the DES was approved in 
April of 1993, with a note that our projected closure conflicts with the DES recom- 
mendation that closure should be planned no later than 1996. The Town has 
received “Temporary Permits” for the landfill and recycling operations based upon 
our conceptual plans. Part of these plans calls for some preliminary grading and 
remedial action this year, as noted in the Landfill Budget. The Town needs to 
continue its current progress and funding in resolving our landfill obligations while 
preserving our budget. The closure is currently estimated to cost $950,000 in all, 
and the Town currently has $350,000 in the Capital Reserve for the closure. 

As noted earlier, the Town of Wakefield received nationwide notice from the 
“blizzard” of March, 1993. The town determined that the storm was not an emer- 
gency, but rather a normal winter storm, and therefore did not apply for Federal 
Emergency Management assistance. This distinguished the town from most ev- 
ery other town and city in New England, with only Peterborough, New Hampshire 
following our example. As a result, the town received a “Principles of Liberty in 
Action” award from the Libertarian Party, the first Manchester Union Leader’s “NH 
Special Award,” and was read into the Congressional Record as an example for 
our congressmen to follow. In addition, Wakefield appeared in many news ar- 
ticles and editorial comments across the country. 

The Heritage Commission is working hard for the heritage of our town by 
preserving the last remaining historic commercial building in downtown 
Sanbornville, the J. W. Garvin building. A picture of the building in its heyday is 
shown on the front of this year’s Annual Reports, with some of the town’s citizens 
of 1922. This effort is being funded through private contributions to the Heritage 
Commission. It looks to be an excellent project to preserve Wakefield’s heritage 
while helping restore economic vitality. 

All in all it was a challenging year, with a great deal accomplished from the 
dedicated action of the members of the community. The Selectmen look forward 
to another challenging and successful year. 

The Board of Selectmen would like to thank all of those people who help the 
Town operate. This includes all of the volunteers on all the town boards, all of the 
town employees, and the increasing numbers of citizens who are involved by 
voting, attending meetings, and offering suggestions throughout the year.

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INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 
ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wakefield 
Wakefield, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Wakefield as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1992, as listed in the table of contents. These general 
purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's 
management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the general purpose financial statements. An audit also 
includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a 
reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above do not include the General Fixed Assets Account 
Group, which should be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded in the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except forthe effect on the financial statements of the 
omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose 
financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Wakefield as of December

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WAKEFIELD AREA AMBULANCE 
1993 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 231 calls during 
1993. These included 46 motor vehicle and water accidents, 163 home 
and sudden illness calls and 22 fire calls. A total of 156 patients were 
transported to the hospital of which 134 were residents. Nine responses 
were for mutual aid to other communities and nine responses were for 
mutual aid to Wakefield where more than one ambulance was required. 


We currently have 23 members of which 14 are emergency medical 
technician EMT's. Of the 14 EMT's 7 are qualified for defibrillation and 2 
are qualified for intravenous treatment. We have 3 members who are 
currently enrolled in a first responded course. 


During 1993 the Corps logged over 2100 hours of voluntary service 
on ambulance calls and training with no compensation other than 
personal pride and satisfaction of help to others in need. 


Statistics show that more requests for assistance were on Sundays 
and Thursdays and that June, July, August and October were the busiest 
months. 


The Wakefield Ambulance Association made up of Corps members 
and interested towns people donated over $1200.00 in equipment from 
memorial and regular donations.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 
Dear Taxpayer: 


You should be aware that the Town of Wakefield will conduct a 
revaluation of all real estate in 1994, because present assessments have 
become out of line with fair market values. 


Contrary to what you may have read in recent erroneous newspaper 
articles, the principal focus of the revaluation will be on land values and 
conditions, i.e., every parcel of land will be visited and reviewed for such 
characteristics as topography, wetness, accessibility, lake shore frontage, 
etc. 


Since all buildings were remeasured in 1988-89, this will not be 
repeated, and it will generally not be necessary for our appraisers to 
inspect the interior of buildings, except for new construction and 
renovations. Building values will, however, be modified to reflect current 
market values. 


In recent months, we have denied a number of abatement requests 
which were based solely on the fact that the assessments were too high. 
This is generally true for the whole town, and to have approved such 
requests would have been unfair to the large majority of taxpayers. 


The Property Appraisal Division of the State's Department of 
Revenue Administration will conduct the revaluation for the Town. It is our 
goal that the project be completed by August 1, 1994 in order to give 
taxpayers time to react to the results before implementation for the final 
tax bill for the year.

An eight hour Rabies Seminar, given by State Fish and Game

turnout. Concerned pet owners also licensed their pets at this time. 


Many calls have been received in regards of dogs running deer.

17 dogs disposed (owners not found, killed on road/drowning); 
9 cats disposed (left behind/strays). 


Over 1,350 recorded miles driven in answer to dogs at large; barking, 
cows lost and found, raccoons: visitors questions of rabies.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Wakefield Conservation Commission was established in March 
1988 by Town vote (RSA 36A), consisting of five members appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. Meetings are held the second Monday of each 
month at 12:30 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is welcome to attend. 


The purpose of the Commission is to research use of local land and 
water areas, and establish an index of open space and wetland areas as a 
part of public information and to review requests for filling, dredging, and 
docks that are sent to the Wetlands Board in Concord. We do not have 
decision making powers, but we make recommendations to the State and 
local agencies. 


This year we have reviewed 30 applications, made on-site 
inspections and are in the process of mapping the open spaces and 
identifying the wetlands. On-site inspections are made in line with the 
policy of the Department of Environmental Services, Wetlands Division. 
The State is putting more emphasis on the local boards to assist in the 
review process. 


Any gifts of money may be put into the Conservation Fund and 
allowed to accumulate from year to year for the purchase of land and 
development rights. 


We are helping to protect the lakes and wetlands and would welcome 
anyone who might be interested to join us in this community project.

Since the Town of Wakefield voted last March to move from an 
Historic District Commission to an Heritage Commission, the Commission 
meetings have been especially exciting and active. Carol Barleon of the 
New Hampshire Office of State Planning has met with us twice and talked 
about the Scenic Byways Program in progress in the State. Kenneth 
Kyle, Regional Director of the State Department of Transportation has 
also attended one of our meetings. He discussed the possibility of 
having a walkway through the Historic District. With the growing interest in 
the history of the District and the Town in general, more and more walkers 
are in evidence, stopping along the way to view the 26 old homes and 
structures that are on the National Register of Historic Places. The sharp 
drop off along the road area has been a great worry for the Commission, 
especially because of the increase in "foot traffic." At our request, Mr. 
Kyle's men did work on the area in front of the Congregational Church 
and the Library, but more needs to be done. He has promised to 
continue the work on through the District. 


The Commission has also embarked upon one of its RSA listed 
responsibilities of surveying the Town and compiling an inventory of all of 
the historic buildings and sites throughout the Town of Wakefield. 


During the past year action was also taken on two intended changes 
in appearances of structures in the Historic District. 


The Commission was invited to make a presentation at the 5th 
Annual Statewide Town Meeting of "Inherit New Hampshire" in 
November. Two other Commissions, namely Portsmouth and Walpole, 
were also asked to participate in this statewide meeting. Pamela Judge 
and Leola Blackwood represented our Town, and Pamela made the 
presentation highlighting our hope to acquire the J.W. Garvin building 
and our plans for it. 


The Wakefield Chamber of Commerce gave us our first gift which 
started the Wakefield Heritage Fund. 


In July we started our quest to know more about the J.W. Garvin 
building and its potential. With continuous effort since and with the help 
of so many of the Town's citizens, our greatest achievement for the year 
would be the securing of this building. Getting the building for the Town 
is only the first step of a very big project, but with your continued support 
and the work of our very strong and active Committees, we will 
accomplish a very worthwhile project for Wakefield's future.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of 
these wildfires were campfires left unattended, unsupervised children 
and debris fires that escaped control. All of these fires are preventable, 
but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, "No 
person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or 
burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the 


ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit 
from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be 


done." 
Violations of RSA 224:27 Il and the other burning laws of the State of 


New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $1,000 
and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1993 and participated in 
many fire prevention programs. This year, the nation is celebrating 
Smokey Bear's 50th anniversary. The State of New Hampshire Forest 
Protection Bureau will be working with many communities to spread the 
fire prevention message--"Remember...Only YOU can prevent forest 
fires. Fire prevention is the most cost effective fire suppression tool. 
Please be careful around fires and help us and our communities have a 
fire safe year."

1993 REPORT 


The Wakefield Fire Department membership was down slightly during 
1993 to 43 members. The officers of the Fire Department remained as 
one Fire Chief, one Deputy Fire Chief, one Captain and one Lieutenant 
for each of the three fire stations, and one Second Lieutenant who 
serves as the Fire Department Training Officer. 


Training of Wakefield's Firefighters is continuously encouraged. The 
Wakefield Fire Department sponsored a State of N.H. Career Level 
certification Course during 1993 which seven Wakefield Firefighters 
completed. This brings the total Wakefield Firefighters who are Career 
Level certified to 15. One of Wakefield's Firefighters completed the State 
of N.H. certified Firefighter | during 1993. Other specialized training 
courses completed during the year were: Cold Water Rescue, completed 
by five Wakefield Firefighters, and Fire and Arson Investigation 
completed by one firefighter. Monthly training for all firefighters is held 
throughout the year. 


The Fire Department made several major improvements during 1993 
to increase our effectiveness in fire prevention and fire Suppression. 
_ These improvements include the acquisition and installation of a special 
air compressor for refilling the self-contained breathing equipment used 
in fighting many types of fire, (prior to now we had to depend on refilling 
services from Wolfeboro or West Ossipee). The Fire Department also 
expanded the Fire Prevention presentations during Fire Prevention 
Week, holding numerous presentations at the Wakefield Schools 
throughout the week. 


During 1993 the Wakefield Fire Department responded to 158 calls. 


These calls expended a total of 1,948.5 man hours and a total of 414 
hours of use of Wakefield's Fire Apparatus.
